The Act to Prevent: ¥Frauds in the
sale of Commercinl Maunnycs.

The late legislative enactment upon
the subject of preventing frauds in
the sale of commercial fertilizers pro-
vides:

Sec. 1. That all commercial manures
and manipulated gnanos sold or keph
for sale in this State shall have affixed |
to evory bag, barrel or parcel theroof,
containing fifty pounds or upwards,
an especial name, trade mark ordevice [
by which the same may be known or|
designated, with the nmze and place |
of residence of the manufacturer or |
geller, together with a true analysis,
which shall specify the per centage
and form of chemical combination, ac¢- |
tual ammonia, nitrogen .in organicinal- |
ter, potash soluble in acidulated waler, |
phosphoric acid soluble in water of |
sixty to seventy degrees, F., and phos-

horie acid insolnble, and of other al-
Ex.h'ne substanees contained in such
package or parcel.

Bec. 2. That any manufacinrer, or
trader, or agent, who shall sell, or
offer for sale, or have on hand for
gale, any commercinl manures, or
manipulated guanos contrary to the
provisions of the first section of this
act, or who shall fraudulently affix a
stamp, impress or card to the same,
shall be held personally liable for all
damages sustained by any one in the
purchase of such manure, and any
such commercial manures shall be
subject to attachment at the suit of
any person dam:aged in the purchase
of any such fertilizer bearing sueh
name, trade mark or stamps.

See. 3. And the owner, mannufac-
turer or person having such manure on
hand for sale, or selling, or offering
the same for sale, contrary to the pro-
v.sions of this act, shall forfeit and pay
the sum of five dollars for each bag,
barrel or parcel of the same, and it
shall be the duty cf the sherifl or oth-
er lawful officer, to seize and sell the
pame, and collect said penslty, and ae-
count to the public Treasurer for the
ssme as other taxes are aceounted for,

Sec. 4. That any deficiency of the
nbove mentioned ingredients in suen
fertilizers may be plead in the bar ol
the recovery of any debt contracted
for the purchase of any such fertilizer.

See, 5, That upon the trial of auy!
sach suit a certificate of a full and ae-
curate analysis, made by the State
Gieologist, ur nnder Lis direction, shall |
be presnmptive evidence of the chemi- |
cal contents aud ingredients contained |
in the sample of fertilizer so analyzed, |
und of the paeckage or pareel from |
which the sample was taken, for which |
anzalysis the plaintift in such suit shall |
pay to the State Geologist the sum of |
fifteen Jdollors, to be recovered by saud
pluintifl’ as part of the cest of suit.

See. 6, That the State Geologist, af
the request of any person who shall |
i pay bim the smm of fifteen dollars,
ghiall sample any lot of fertilizer heold
or offered for sale in this State, and
aualyze or the same to be an-
alyzed: and if he shall fud therein ey-
idonee of a failure to comply with the
